LAN G H O RN E, Dec. 24 — A family of nine was 
forced to flee from fire in their nightclothes at 4.30 this 
morning, leaving their two-story house, furniture, cloth­ 
ing and Christmas gifts prey to the flames, l ive adults and 
four small children made their way to safety through the 
second-story window and over the roof, the children being 
handed to waiting arms below. 
The fire, of undetermined origin, was at the home of 
the Marconi family, Hulmeville road, near the super­ 
highway, Middletown township.
